Bhutto Kin to Lead Opposition 


Slain leaders husband, 19 -year- old son take reins of party 


NAUDERO, PAKISTAN I Benazir Bhutto’s 
19 -year- old son — a student with no political 
experience — was named symbolic leader of 
her party Sunday, while her husband took 
effective control, extending Pakistan’s most 
enduring political dynasty. 

Meanwhile, the major parties appeared 
to agree that the elections should take place 
as scheduled on Jan. 8 despite the outbreak 
of violence. 


The decisions on the future of Bhutto’s 
Pakistan People’s Party were made at a 
closed- door meeting in the sprawling fam- 
ily estate in the south of the country where the 
two-time former prime minister grew up. 

The eldest of Bhutto’s three children, 
Bilawal Zardari, accepted the party’s lead- 
ership, but said he would remain at Oxford 
University. He said his father would be the 
effective party leader. 


“The party’s long struggle for democracy 
will continue with renewed vigor,” Bilawal 
told a news conference that was repeated- 
ly interrupted by emotional chants from 
Bhutto’s supporters. “My mother always 
said democracy is the best revenge.” 

The appointment of Bhutto’s husband, Asif 
Ali Zardari, is not without complications. 
A former Cabinet minister who spent eight 
years in prison on corruption accusations, 
he is known as “Mr. 10 Percent” for allegedly

Group: Tools to fight 
online violations often

BOSTON I The loss or theft of per- 
sonal data such as credit card and 
Social Security numbers soared 
to unprecedented levels in 2007, 
and the trend isn’t expected to 
turn around anytime soon. 

And while companies, govern- 
ment agencies, schools and other 
institutions are spending more to 
protect ever-increasing volumes of 
data with more sophisticated fire- 
walls and encryption, the invest- 
ment often is too little too late. 

“More of them are experienc- 
ing data breaches, and they’re

“It’s just the nature of business, 
that moving forward, more compa- 
nies are going to have more records, 
so there will be more records com- 
promised each year,” said Attrition’s 
Brian Martin.

Animal Activists Push for New Laws 


Vick scandal has put 
dogfighting front and 
center for lawmakers 

RICHMOND, VA. I Animal advocates 
across the nation hope that public 
outrage over dogfighting and puppy 
mill scandals in Virginia will force 
state and federal lawmakers to pass 
tougher animal abuse laws. 

The legislative push comes on the 
heels of the high-profile dogfight- 
ing case involving Atlanta Falcons 
quarterback Michael Vick. 

The Humane Society of the 


United States expects legislators 
in about 25 states to consider 
strengthening dogfighting laws in 
2008, said Michael Markarian, the 
organization’s executive vice presi- 
dent. It and other animal advoca- 
cy groups also hope to see changes 
in federal laws to make it easier to 
prosecute dogfighters. 

In Virginia, legislation has been 
filed that would add dogfighting as 
a qualifying offense under the state’s 
racketeering law, which could mean 
longer sentences. 

Dogfighting is a felony in every 
state except Wyoming and Idaho, 


but legislators there have prom- 
ised to resurrect bills to end the 
distinction. 

Laws attacking puppy mills are 
also in the works in several states. 
Advocates of the regulations argue 
the mass -breeding kennels often 
produce unhealthy pets that end 
up either dying soon after purchase 
or being placed in shelters because 
of antisocial behavior. Federal law 
requires breeders who sell puppies 
wholesale or for research to obtain 
a federal license, but the Humane 
Society study found many ignore the

Shock Lingers in Pakistan 


Nations largest city is 
a virtual ghost town 
after Bhuttos death 

KARACHI, PAKISTAN | Residents of 
Pakistan’s largest city cautiously 
emerged from their homes Sunday 
and struggled to find food and fuel 
amid the blackened buildings, shat- 
tered glass and burnt- out vehicles 
littering the streets of Karachi. 

With police and troops patrol- 
ling, Pakistan’s largest city 
appeared quiet for the first time 


since Benazir Bhutto’s assassina- 
tion Thursday sparked a wave of 
angry rioting. 

The previous three days of clash- 
es and looting left at least 40 people 
dead across Sindh Province, where 
Karachi is located, provincial Home 
Minister Akhtar Zemin told The 
Associated Press. Hundreds of bank 
branches were destroyed and 950 
vehicles were burned. 

The normally bustling port city 
remained a virtual ghost town, 
shocked by Bhutto’s death. Nearly all 
shops were closed and streets normally 


packed with traffic were empty. 

Hundreds of Bhutto supporters 
gathered for memorial prayers at a 
party office, chanting “Benazir is 
innocent!” before marching into 
the streets. 

At Bhutto’s house in the city, sup- 
porter Masi Mehru said she had not 
eaten, from grief, since the former 
prime minister was killed Thursday 
at a campaign rally in the northern 
city of Rawalpindi. 

“I would rather have died instead 
of her,” said Mehru, who is in her

NAIROBI, KENYA I Kenyan President 
Mwai Kibaki won a second term 
Sunday amid allegations that the 
government stole the vote, sparking 
deadly riots that lit up the night sky 
as enraged youths torched homes 
and shouted “Kibaki must go!”

But he acknowledged 
problems with the count, including 
a constituency where voter turnout 
added up to 115 percent and anoth- 
er where a candidate ran away with

Hundreds visit tomb 
of former Iraqi leader 
to observe anniversary 

BAGHDAD I Hundreds of people, 
including many children, chanted 
slogans praising Saddam Hussein 
on Sunday as they tossed flowers 
onto his tomb one year after he 
was executed. 

The muted anniversary of Sad- 
dam’s death saw little violence, afar 
cry from the blood that was spilt on 
the day the former Iraqi leader was 
executed and the horrific wave of 
killing that ensued until the surge 
of U.S. troops six months later. 

But there were a number of oper- 
ations carried out by American and 
Iraqi forces. The U.S. military said 
coalition forces killed six insurgents 
and detained another 14 on Sat- 
urday and Sunday during opera- 
tions targeting al- Qaeda in Iraq 
in central and northern parts of 
the country. 

“We realize that security in 
Iraq is very fragile and tenuous,” 
said U.S. Navy Rear Adm. Gregory 
Smith. He added that although much 
progress had been made since extra 
U.S. troops deployed in June, “there 
is no place in Iraq today that is safe 
from terrorism.”

WASHINGTON 

Va. May Stiffen Penalties 
For Unlicensed Drivers 

Two Northern Virginia lawmak- 
ers are pushing for stiffer pen- 
alties for people caught driving 
without a license. Many drivers 
had their license suspended for 
multiple violations, while others 
never had one in the first place. 
The proposal from Delegates David 
Albo, R-Fairfax, and Thomas Rust, 
R-Fairfax/Loudon, would require 
that unlicensed drivers be arrested 
and booked. Under the current law, 
offenders are only given a ticket. 
Albo says changing the law would 
guarantee that repeat offenders are 
properly punished. He adds it also 
would become easier for police to 
detect illegal immigrants, who are 
barred under Virginia law from 
obtaining a driver’s license, (ap)

Md. Couple to Auction House 
Off Due to Housing Slump 

Frustrated by a nationwide hous- 
ing slump, a western Maryland 
couple is selling raffle tickets for 
their $390,000 house and hoping 
they’ll sell enough $100 tickets to 
get the farmhouse off their hands. 
Dennis Kelly and Karen Crawford 
put the four-bedroom house up for 
sale for $425,000 a year and a half 
ago. But they say the housing slow- 
down means they haven’t had any 
takers. The house is now valued at 
$390,000. (AP)

Overall Horse Population 
Increases Across Virginia 

A new study shows the number of 
horses, ponies and mules in Vir- 
ginia grew 26 percent between 
2001 and 2006. The 2006 Equine 
Survey Report was released this 
month by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s National Agricultur- 
al Statistics Service. The central 
and northern parts of Virginia are 
home to most of the state’s hors- 
es, but the population is increasing 
throughout the state, including the 
southern and southeastern areas. 
There are an estimated 215,000 
horses, ponies and mules in Vir- 
ginia. (AP) 


UVa. to Test Women’s Libido Drug 


Ointment could help 
women who have 
sexual desire disorder 

CHARLOTTESVILLE, VA. |Adrugthat 
could do for women what Viagra has 
done for men is being tested at the 
University of Virginia. 

The drug is a testosterone- 
laden ointment called LibiGel, 
and it’s intended to boost the libi- 
do of women who have lost inter- 
est in sex. It will be prescribed at 
UVa. in coming months to women 


who are suffering from hypoactive 
sexual desire disorder. 

The condition is believed to 
affect one-third of American 
women. “It is the most common 
sexual problem that women have,” 
said Dr. Anita Clayton, a psychia- 
trist with the UVa. Health System 
and author of the 2007 book “Satis- 
faction: Women, Sex and the Quest 
for Intimacy.” 

If given the green light by the 
U.S. Food and Drug Administra- 
tion, Illinois-based BioSante Phar- 
maceuticals Inc. hopes to offer the 


drug to any woman complaining of a 
low sex drive. For now, though, Clay- 
ton will enroll 25 women between 
the ages of 30 and 65 to take part 
in the national study. 

Ovariectomies, or surgical meno- 
pause, can lead to a drop in sexual 
interest because ovaries produce 
roughly half of the testosterone in 
a woman’s body. Testosterone plays 
a key role in sexual functioning for 
men and women. 

LibiGel comes in a pump bottle. 
The woman rubs the small dot of gel 
into the skin of her upper arm. Over 


the next 24 hours, the gel’s testos- 
terone seeps into her bloodstream, 
boosting her energy and libido. 

Clayton, who is running the clin- 
ical trial at UVa., said the drug is 
better than previous testosterone 
treatments because it keeps levels 
of the chemical constant. 

“A lot of women have this prob- 
lem, but, unfortunately, they’ve been 
largely ignored by pharmaceutical 
companies,” said BioSante’s chief 
executive, Stephen M. Simes. “It’s 
not fair that women have no drugs 
while men have many.” (ap)

Many landowners rushed to get 
conservation easements in 2006 
after the General Assembly scaled 
back Virginia’s land preservation 
tax- credit program as of Jan. 1, 
2007. Those changes lowered the

Slow and Steadicam 


The showy tracking 
shot of auteurs past 
makes a comeback 

FRESNO, CALIF. I The story of the 
long tracking shot would be best 
told in one take. 

Our camera could begin with 
Orson Welles’ “Touch of Evil,” pass 
through Jean-Luc Godard’s “Week 
End” and Martin Scorsese’s “Good- 
fellas” and finally arrive at the lat- 
est installment in the canon: Joe 
Wright’s “Atonement.” 

Through cinema history, auda- 
cious, lengthy tracking shots have 
captivated filmmakers and movie 
buffs who marvel at their grace and 
choreography. In a medium predi-

Gated on storytelling through the 
juxtaposition of images, the long 
tracking shot is the cinematic 
equivalent of a no -hitter in base- 
ball: rare, untouched and very dif- 
ficult to pull off 

In the middle of “Atonement,” a 
5 l/2-minute shot unfolds as Robbie, 
aBritish WWII soldier (James McA- 
voy), comes upon France’s Dunkirk 
beach, where the final point in the 
British retreat from the Germans is 
portrayed as a grim circus of defeat 
and chaos. 

In the Ian McEwan novel from 
which the movie was adapted, the 
scene is described in just a few pages. 
McEwan writes: “It was a rout and 
this was its terminus.” On film, 
though, it took a lot more doing. 


The scene was composed with 
1,000 extras, a number of horses 
and vehicles on the beach, and 
(digitally added) ships off the 
coast. It all cost a sizable chunk of 
the film’s estimated $30 million 
production budget and had to be 
shot in one day. 

“It was conceived out of neces- 
sity,” said Wright. “We had one day 
with the extras and then the small 
issue of the tide coming in and 
washing away the entire set.” 

New York Times film critic 
A.O. Scott said the “Atonement” 
shot’s only impression is: “‘Wow, 
that’s quite a tracking shot,’ when 
it should be ‘My God, what a hor- 
rible experience that must have 
been.’” 

For Wright’s next film, “The 
Soloist,” which is now in prepro- 
duction, he acknowledges one 
scene is tempting to shoot in one 
long take, but he was reluctant to do 
it “just for the sake of doing them.”

Court TV replaced by 
fast-moving reality 
programming network 

NEW YORK I Court TV, R.LP. 

The network that burst into 
public consciousness with the O. J. 
Simpson trial and other big-name 
courtroom dramas in the 1990s 
becomes part of television his- 
tory Tuesday, renamed truTV to 
emphasize its prime-time action 
programming. 

Besides the name, there won’t 
be many immediate changes to 
what Court TV has become. The 
six remaining hours of legal- ori- 


ented material during the day will 
remain, labeled “In Session.” 

The Tuesday premiere of “Ocean 
Force Huntington Beach O.C.” typ- 
ifies the network’s direction. The 
series follows lifeguards on a busy 
California beach, emphasizing 
heart-pounding rescues rather than 
hours spent ogling hot bodies. 

That’s about as far from swear- 
ing in a witness as you can get, but 
Court TV’s viewers are used to the 
disconnect. 

Now the network takes the risk 
of shedding an established brand 
for the unknown. 

“It’s a big concern,” conceded 
Steve Koonin, president of Turner 


Entertainment Networks, which 
includes the soon-to -become truTV. 
“Court TV is a very well-defined 
programming entity. 

Unfortunately, it’s not as broad 
and doesn’t offer the growth oppor- 
tunities, we believe, as starting 
anew.” 

TruTV’s identity will be fast- 
moving programming that tells real 
stories about real people. There’s 
such a glut of reality program- 
ming with a wide range of styles 
that truTV is making an explicit 
point of rejecting the term. 

TruTV isn’t reality, its new 
slogan states. It’s actuality.

The Rocky Mountain 
West is becoming a 
hot retirement spot 

John Kerr wasn’t dreaming of palm 
trees and balmy winters when he 
retired from WGBH, the Bos- 
ton public TV station known for 
producing such hits as “Antiques 
Roadshow.” His thoughts had 
gone west. 

The 69 -year- old put on a green 
uniform and Smokey Bear hat and 
became a seasonal ranger in Yellow- 
stone National Park, where snow 
can fall every month of the year, 


including July. 

“That’s why they have wood- 
stoves and furnaces,” Kerr said. 
“Warm weather isn’t the issue for 
me. It’s keeping vital and interested 
and involved.” 

Demographers say thousands of 
people like Kerr are heading to the 
Rocky Mountain West in their later 
years. Forget the warmth of Flori- 
da and Arizona. Baby boomers, in 
particular, are gravitating toward 
the peaks and sagebrush basins of 
Wyoming and Montana, promis- 
ing to turn these states’ populations 
from relatively young into two of 
the nation’s oldest. 

They’re drawn by low crime 
rates, fresh air, little traffic and 
abundant outdoor activities, said 
Larry Swanson, an economist

and director of the Center for the 
Rocky Mountain West in Missou- 
la, Mont. 

Although people of all ages like 
those things, older people tend to be 
flexible enough in their careers, fam- 
ilies and finances to finally kick up 
their boots on a porch rail, he said. 


“If you’re 25, you say, T’d like to 
live here, but maybe someday in the 
future,”’ Swanson said. “But if you’re 
45 or 55, the future is now.” 

The populations of Montana and 
Wyoming are not very old. In 2000, 
Montana ranked 18th and Wyoming 
43rd for the relative size of their 
65 -and- over populations. 

But by 2030, the Census Bureau 
predicts, Montana will rank fifth 
and Wyoming third in the nation 
for their over- 65 populations. 

The two states are not seeking 
out older people; they are being 
discovered. 

Laurie Lyman, 55, was an ele- 
mentary school teacher in San 
Diego when she began traveling to 
Yellowstone on long trips to watch 
wolves. In 2005, she decided it was 
time to get as close to the wolves as 
she could. 

“I said to my husband. You know 
what? Life’s too short. I’m going,”’ 
she said, adding that many people 
like her are snapping up property 
around Yellowstone. 


Officials with the two states are 
preparing for the influx. This year, 
Montana established a trust fund 
so the state’s older population will 
have access to health care and other 
essential services. 

The two states already have very 
low unemployment levels — about 
3 percent — and could face a labor 
crunch when the oldest baby boom- 
ers hit 65 in 2011. 

Rather than struggle with a 
labor shortage, Wyoming officials 
hope to get older people to stay in 
the workplace, said Rob Black, pol- 
icy analyst for Wyoming Gov. Dave 
Freudenthal. 

Swanson said most of the baby 
boomers moving to the West plan 
to work. Kerr, for example, said 
he would continue working — for 
now. 

“My life hasn’t slowed down,” he 
said. “I’ve found a lot of sustenance 

— spiritual sustenance, I suppose 

— in the natural world. I think it 
helps put our fast-paced world into

Ubiquitous flatbread 
boasts an extensive, 
cross-cultural history 

In Mexico it’s a tortilla. In Ethio- 
pia it’s injera. It’s naan in India and 
matzoh in Israel. 

Whatever you call it, flatbread 
is everywhere. And in the United 
States, it’s a quickly rising part of 
the nearly $14 billion bread indus- 
try that is crowding shelves from 
Wal-Mart to Whole Foods. 

Not bad for a product that can 
count its age in centuries. 

“It’s a 2,000 -year-old recipe,” 
says Mike Stimola, president of 
Sandella’s Flatbread, a cafe found- 
ed in 1994 in West Redding, Conn., 
that now has 125 locations. “It’s the 
original bread.” 

It wasn’t long ago that the only 
flatbread found in most grocery 
stores was pita pockets and torti- 
llas. Today, dozens of varieties com- 
pete with flavorings like sun-dried 


tomato, different grains and shapes, 
and even low-carb options. 

In fact, flatbread has become so 
popular that new product launches 
in the U.S. went from 12 in 2005 
to 51 in 2006, says Joanna Peot, 
spokeswoman for Chicago -based 


market research firm Mintel Inter- 
national Group. 

Cookbook author Naomi 
Duguid isn’t surprised. When she 
co-authored “Flatbreads & Flavors” 
in 1995, flatbread was still seen as 
something “a bit marginal” and eth-

nic, she says. But as chefs began to 
put flatbread in their bread baskets, 
it became far more common. 

“Now you can go into any gro- 
cery store and there’s going to be a 
whole group of breads you could call 
flatbread,” she says. “We’ve moved 
from the conception that bread has 
to be a loaf.” 

Healthy eating trends explain 
most of the growth, says Peot. And, 
unlikely as it may seem, fast-food 
chains have helped, with wraps and 
flatbread sandwiches appearing on 
numerous menus, including Quiz- 
nos and Arby’s. 

Versatility also helps, says Anis- 
sa Helou, a Lebanese baker who 



recently published a cookbook 
with many flatbread recipes. 

“It’s all about the usage,” says 
Dan Malovany, editor of Snack 
Food & Wholesale Bakery mag- 
azine. Flatbread is popular with 
“grab-and-go” shoppers, he says. 

Flatbread handles a turkey sand- 
wich as easily as a smear of hum- 
mus, baba ghanoush or other Mid- 
dle Eastern spreads. It also works 
for numerous Hispanic dishes and 
even as a base for the all-Ameri- 
can pizza. 

“It’s more than a backlash to 
Atkins,” Jim White, a partner in 
the Concord, Ontario -based FGF 
Brands, which makes Fabulous 
Flats Naan, says of the low-carb 
diet that caused consumers to 
shun loaf bread. 

When FGF began shipping to the 
U.S. in 2006, it sold naan in about 
200 stores. Now it’s available in 
more than 5,000 and fields orders 
for more than 1.5 million naan per 
week. 

And at King Arthur Flour Co. in 
Norwich, Vt., introductory flatbread 
classes offered to the public became 
so popular that the company went 
from holding two per year in 2002 
to teaching them every month. 

“The simplicity of it appeals to 
many people,” says Susan Miller, 
director of the company’s Baking 
Education Center. “The classes 
always fill up.” tanya bricking leach (ap)
